PiTTBBURa, J11I7 17. — Di}lIn«H at 
minen' headqnarten and in all the 

miOM of the Pittsbarg district and nn- 
usnal activity in the coal niarkt t ohar- 
.uttTizes the features of the Htrike. 
l or a strike bo general, it causes the 
least excitement ; peacp st ems to prevail 
eTerywhere, but how long this state 
of affaln will continue to exist can not 
be even gtessed. The miners are ap> 
parently willing to be idle, and as yet 
no snfTering of con.«r>qiio)icehasbani 
ported at district lioadqnarters. 

The miners' otTiciais are very much 
elated over news from West Virginia. 
Several telegrams from organiten in 
that section of an encoiuagiiig nature 
have been r«ceived. 

• 'There is not hiiipr startling to report 
from any of the districts, " said Presi- 
dent Patrick Dolan. 'The men, with 
the exception of a very few are out and 
we are satified with the situation. " 

Coal took another tumble in price 
yesterday. It cold for il.ih at tlie 
mine, a drop of 'ih cents from the rtav- 
previous. A tour among the operators 
demonstrated tliat there was plenty of 
eoal on hand. It was learned that tlie 
Penn Gas Coal compony, West More- 
land Oas Coal company, Manor shaft, 
Keystone Coal companv, Washington 
Ron CkMd company, the Boon and Alli- 
son mines were furnishing considerable 
CoaL It was estimated that the mines 
eaat of Pittsbarg are famishing 150 cars 
adaar. 

Nearly all the emptr coal oars in the 
Pittsbon district are finding their way 
to the Weit Virginia ooal fields. The 
Baltimoie and Ohio took several trains 
of them yesterday. It was also leumed 
that 880 can a day were going from the 
Pooahontaa field in West Virginia into 
Cleveland. The reccrda show that a 
cargo of 8,000 tons was loaded Wednes- 
day, a similar one on Tharsday. and 
the Northwing was loaded yesterday 
with the same amount. The price is 
$3.80 aleogside, or f^ on board the 
vessel. 

The program of the miners' officials 
is to bring out all the men possible in 
the W^Bt Virginia field and tnen bring 
all the organizers to Pittsburg. It is 
expected that the terms will be made 
here, as the district is looked upon as 
the most interesting point after West 
Virginia has been diHjiosed of. The 
miners' hopes are high, and they are 
confident that there will be a good 
story to tell from Wett Virginia Mon- 
day morning. 

The lukfwarniness of National Presi- 
ident Rutehford and the 1 elittlinff atti- 
tude of President iJulan ii.is ]iut soiiie- 
wliat of a danijier on the true uniform- 
ity plan, but President Dolan says not- 
withstanding his private ojiinion ron- 
cerning Mr. Dearniit, lie lias been and 
will conrimie doing everythinjr in liis 
jiower to further the eonsuiiiniation of 
the sclienie. deneral Little and Mr. 
Deariiiit left yesterday at ^ o'clock for 
Philadelphia to consult with dtticials of 
the Westmoreland, Penn, Keystmie and 
other coal companies alouK the line of 
the Pennsvlvania railroad, with the end 
in view of securing their co-operation 
in the uniformity plan. 

All of the arbitration board except B. 
Frank Sohmid of Indiana are now out 
of the city. Edward Ridgelv and Hor- 
aoe Oalef are in Chicago and L. P. Mc- 
Oormarck at Indianapolis for the pur- 
pose of interesting operators of tiiese 
states in the proposition for a settle- 
ment of the strike. They expect to 
have a general meeting of the operators 
of the five states in Pittsbarg next Moa* 
day or Tuesday, when the commission- 
era believe an amicable settlement will 
be reached. 

President Dolan is arranging for a 
conference with leaders in the Clear- 
field and Cambria regions, where the 
men are working and are ander the de- 
lusion that they are aot Interfering 
with the snccess of the strike. A neat 
deal of coal is coming from those fields 
and goes to fill contracts at the lakes. 
It is believed the miners can he indnoed 
to come oat. 

CONDITION OF THE INDIANA MINERS. 
Both Block Coal and Bituuiinoai Men Are 
Facing Starvation. 

Indiakatolu, Joly 17.— A staflT corre- 
spondent for The Sentinel has been in- 
vestigating conditions in the Indiana 
coal fields this week, and reports a de- 
plorable condition, the miners already 
practically facing starvation. The block 
coal miners of Clay county, '.'.rjou in 
namber, are all oat, and a commissariat 
has been opened at Braxil to feed them. 
' Alf ootanet. Ind., in the Utominoas 
flda. the worst oonditioa exists. These 
miners have had practically no woi* 
for a long time and now, they are sub- 
sisting on one meal a day. 

In the other mining distliots the con- 
ditions are about the same. 

Eight thonsand Indiajta miners are 
on a strike, about 90 per cent of the total 
number. The mines in the vioinitT or 
Evansville are the only ones that are 
being worked, and the operators there 
are jubilant. 

Information comes from Parke county 
that the men are l>eginning togrow 
restless in that vicinity. ■ 

At Fontanet the miners, while they 
were ^t work, were forced to accept 47 



cents, 4 eents below the recognized scale 
of the state. 

Governor Mount spent a good deal of 
the time yesterday endeavoring to com- 
plete the organization of a committee of 
citizens to go to the mining district and 
inquire into the condition of the strik- 
ing men. The strikers have indicated 
that thev are anxious to have the in- 
quiry take place. Tliey say it is bound 
to show to the public that they are in 
need of help. 

Htate Mine Inspector Fisher is mak- 
ing some investigation of the number 
of days that ijio miners in the block 
coal district of Indiana have worked tliu 
past six months. In that time there are 
l.')0 working days. In one mine where 
machines are employed the min- 
ers averag' d Oa days' work out of the 
loO. In annther, H.5 out of the 150. In 
oiKj pick nunc tlie average was but 42 
uaj'H for ciich miner,, and in another but 
.S9. For the entire block coal district, 
including Clay, Owen and part of Parke 
counties. Mr. Fisher t^ays the miners 
have not had on an average over 40 
days' work in the past sis months.

Speaking of Eugene Debs parti. 'ipat- 
ing m the strike, President Knight says 
he believes it will very materially aid 
their cause. His exjierience in man- 
agement will be valuable, and theinllu- 
enee ho controls will strengthen the 
cause.

It is an- 
nounced positively that the O'DonneU 
miners wul come out. and it is believed 
tiiat tho Monongah miners will fol- 
low suit.

Th<' probability 
is that all of the miners between Cliar- 
ieston atld Monigomury will be idle 
next week. They number about 8,800.

W.\sHiMn()N, .July 17.— The only re- 
port obtainable from the conference on 
the tariff bill is to the effect that the 
representatives of the two houses are 
still at odds on the sugar schedule and 
that while there are still many matters 
of minor iinportanotf undetermined, the 
hUKiir ((ucstinn is the only obstacleiu 
the way of speedy settlement. 

Each side is staiidin;.,' out firmly as 
ever for its own rati s. The house con- 
ferees are convinced that they can win, 
supported as they are almost by the 
unanimous sentiment of their party in 
tlie house, and some of them talk with 
resignation of remaining here all sum- 
mer rather than yield to the senate on 
this point.

Believing that if the senate itself 
were permitted to vote on the ijuestion 
it would recede from its rates on the 
sugar schedule, there was also talk dur- 
ing thedav of forcing an expression on 
the subject from the senate in some 
way for its effect on the confen es, but 
this also, on investigation, proved to be 
little more than gossip.

look which is nut encouraging, the F(a- 
son considered. Crop prospects have 
been improved by needed rain in some 
regions, and foreign adflces contiuae to 
promise a large demand. In many 
home industries, particularly in build- 
\UK. there is more activity than in any 
year since 1>> 2. uiid the week has 
brf)nglit a better demand in bcwif.s and 
shoes and in weolens. while the move- 
ment in freight, mainly iron ore, 
through the Sault .'^te. Marie canal, is 
the largest in its history. With money 
markets unclouded, there is nothing in 
sijchl to hinder rajiid improve;ueiit 
when uncertainty ;iboi:t h'gislatioii has 
been removed, for the miners' sfriki> 
could not last lon>; if bu.siness and in- 
dustries should become m tive. Tliere 
is much le^s aiiprrheiision i)f a failure 
of fuel supply tliaii there was during 
the first few days when prices^ rapidly 
advanced, and large quantities of coal 
from West S'ir^inia have reached north- 
ern markets, but some of the miners iu 
that state have struck. 

The advance in wheat to SI I-H cents 
was not due tc the Kovcrnment ei-ti- 
niate, which was followed by a decline 
but to foreign advices and considerable 
buying for e.\port. Demand is already 
f' lt from Australia, South Afria, Brazil 
and even Argentina, while the promise 
for Kuropean crops is not considered 
bri^'ht. The dispo-sitiou of farmers to 
kc -p hark wheat for higher prii es may 
iitlect the outward movement, but At- 
lantic exports (luring July, Hour includ- 
ed, have been ;i. 1 1. "1.4 t.S bushels against 
2,!;.'<.i,Sl7 last year, although in the 
same weeks 4,f,,j;),;il.') busluls corn went 
out against 1 ,.")74, 072 last year. Wheat 
closed 4 cents higher for the week and 
corn half a cent higher. CottoA is a 
sixteenth higher, the closing or partial 
stopping of important New Kngiaud 
mills hardly neutralizing in market es- 
timation in the apprehensioas of injury 
from (houtll. 

The cotton goods market does not yet 
reduce large accumulated stocks, as the 
curtailment of production shows, bat is 
crowing a little more healthy without 
change in prices. Woolens for the 
coming season have not been generally 
shown, though on some low-priced 
goods advances of 7 1-3 per cent 
are asked, and probably will be asked 
on better grades. There is rather more 
business in re-orders aad the toaeis 
more confident. 

Speculation in the wool market con- 
tinues with prices at all points stronger, 
Boston advancing with signs' of a boom 
among dealers in which manufactnrers 
are taking little part, at current prices, 
and at the west, where holders 
are looking for a great ad- 
vance. Importa at Bostoa were 38,- 
86S bales la two weeks, and dealers 
are said to have booght 100,000 bales 
more in London. Sales were 10,453,400 
pounds at the three markets for the 
week and 84,573,800 in two weeks, of 
which 13,607,200 were domestic. 

The output of iron fnrnaoes July 1 
was 164,064 tons wCeklr, against 168,- 
S80 June 1, but several furnaces have 
gone into blast since July 1, and the 
output is large for the season. Presum- 
ably an unprecedented share of it is to 
supply the great steel companies, which 
are even now putting more furnaces 
into blast and have heavy orders taken 
when prices were dropped, while the 
demand for stractaral shapes and plates 
is large, and for bars improving, though 
steel bars are now at the lowest quota- 
tion ever known in Pittsburg, 87 1-3 to 
90 cents, with Bessemer pig quoted 
slightly lower. 

Tin plates are also lower at |.S.10 for 
full weight, and less than •IS is paid for 
lOO-pound boxes. 

Failures for the week have been 868 
in the United States, against 869 last 
year, and 87 la Oaaada, agaiast 80 hut 
year. 

LAKE OF OIL IN ALASKA. 

Foal Baansh in sight to Supply tha Sa- 
tire Werld. 

Seattle. Wash., July 17.— What is 
said to be the greatest discovery ever 
made Is reported from Alaska. Some 
gold prospectors several months ago ran 
across what seemed to be a lake of oil. 
It was fed by innumerabls bprings. 
and the surrounding mountains were 
full of coal. They brought samples to 
Seattle, and tests proved it to be of as 
high grade as any ever taken oat of 
Pennsylvania wells. 

A local company was formed and ex- 
perts sent up. They have returned on 
the steamer Topeka and their report has 
more than borne out first reports. It is 
said there is enough oil and coal in the 
discovery to supply the world. . It is 
dose to the ocean, in fact the exports 
say that the oil oozes out into the salt 
water. It is said that the Standard Oil 
company has already made an olTer for 
the property. The owners have filed on 
8,000 acres and are naturally verv much 
excdted over th( ir prospects for fcrtaae. 

.^Iliaourl's (ireat Fruit Crop. 

St. LoLis, July 17.— The Repablio 
says : The fruit crop of Missouri this 
year is roaghly estimated to be worth 
$80,000,000 and many who know what 
they are talking about say those figures 
are too low. The importance of this 
crop may be better understood when it 
is stated that it is worth more than the 
wheat crops of Misaoari and lUinoia 
combined with the cotton crop of Mis- 
souri thrown in for good measure.

OFF FOR THE POLE. 

Andrec's Periloii:-, Balloon Voy- 
age Has Begun. 

SAILED AWAT ON LAST SUNDAY. 



Tha Aeeeat Made t'nder Farorabte CIr-

an Hoar— Uaccrlplion of tlie Alrtlilp. 

TiJOM.«OE, Island of Troinsoe. Fin- 
mark, Norway. July IT.— The stt unirr 
Svenskund, which has arrived here 
from Spitzbet^en, reports that Harr 
Andree, the aeronaut, ascended in his 
balloon on Sunday afternoon, at 3:80. 
The ascent was made under favor.Tl lc 
circumstances; the wind was t,'niid, and 
all was well. 

As the wind conditions were more fa- 
vorable on ."■'uiKlay moruiug than they 
had previously been, the order was 
given that the start sliould be made as 
(jnickly as possible. The preparations 
(K'cuiiicd three and one-half hou."s. The 
balloon, which wa-; tdiristened the 
Kagle, made a successful ascent amid 
the shouts and cheers of the crowd 
\\ hu h h id gathered to witness its de 
paiture. Despite the lightiU'ss of the 
wind tlie li.ilhjon rose rapidly, until an 
altitude uf about ''lOO feet had Ijh ii at 
tamed, when it \s;is forced down nearly 
to tlie surface of the sea. Afti r a fe\v' 
sandbags had been thrown out, Ik w- 
ever, it again ascended. The weather 
was clear ;iii<l the Eagle was visible for • 
an hour, traveling in a north-north- 
easterly tlirection. When last seen it 
was moving at the rate of >'■,' miles an 
hour. 

The ballo(jii in whicli Audree is at- 
tempting to penetrate the Arctic re- 
gions is con-itructed with a reservoir 
having a double covering, said to be im- 
pervious to liydrogcn, or At least sufli- 
ciently so as to keep the balloon afloat 
for days, and liaviug a capacity of 
5M,«00 cubic feet, and a lifting power, 
when inflated with hydrogen, of about 
4,(ilt"i pounds. 

The balloon will carry three persons 
nnd provisions for four months, besides 
scientific instruments and Benton's col- 
lapsable boats ; and the cor is capable of 
instant detacliiueut from the reservoir. 
No propelling apparatus is to be used, 
the wind alone to be the means of pro- 
pulsion. It is provided with a sail and 
also drag or guide ropes, which will 
trail along the surface below and retard 
the balloon, making its rate of speed 
about 85 per cent less than that of the 
wind, and, hence, capable of being 
steered. 

This apparatus has often been used by 
Herr Andree, enabhug him to sail at an 
angle of 37 dMprees to 40 dMrees from 
the direction or the wind. The sailing 
altitude is to be 260 meters, equal to 
U,848 1-8 feet, or a little less than two 
miles : and it is expected that this alti- 
tude will keep the balloon above the 
surface ftns and below the lowest 
cloud. This will be accomplished by 
the guide ropes, the weight oi which on 
the balloon constantly increases during 
ascent, as rope Is taken up from the 
surface, till a point is reached where it 
will counterbalance the Ufting power of 
the gas. The contrary effect is produced 
by descent, in proportion to the weight 
of rope supported on the surface ; so 
that any tendency to vary from the sail- 
ing altitude flx«'d by this counterbal- 
ance will be checked in this way.

From this it may be inferred that a 
similar evenness of temperature and 
freedom from storms will l)e found 
further north, near th(> pole, this date 
being near tlie middle of the Arctic 
summer, when the sun is continually 
above the hori/.ou. Hence, though a 
lower temperature will, of course, bo 
foand at the pole, excessive cold is 
hardly to be expected, nnd the condi- 
tions for the ■-ucces.iful voyage are al- 
most as fuvuruble as could be desired.

RAILROAD HOSPITALS. 



The C. and 0. Syrte» Will Likely Make 
• Pnetical Tester the Plan. 

ICUfton ForKe Review.) 

The question of esUblisbing and matn- 
Uining hospitals f6r the use of sick or in- 
jured railroatl men i)elonging to the C. 
and O. system haa been under discussion 
tor several-years by its officials. And it 
would now seem, as a result of these de- 
liberations, that the times has arrived for 
making a practical test of the plan. 

Other great railroad linss haTt estab> 
lished hospitals for the comfort and relief 
of their sick or crippled employees, and 
so far as the Keview is advised most be- 
neficent results have followed. TVlth 
ei|Ual conditions, and umler a wi«e and 
liberal policy, so characteristic of tbe C. 
and O. management, similar good results 
will be accomplished here and the hos- 
pital system be made as popular ae it is 
on other lines. 

With a view to the early adoption of 
the hospital system on the C. and 0. 
liailway, Mr. Geo. W. Stevens, the gen- 
eral manager of the company, has selected 
a committee of four trustworthy railroad 
men— an engineer, a conductor, a fireman 
and a brakeman— and furnished them 
with round trip passes to go tb St. Louis 
ami Moberly, Mo., to investigate the h.is- 
pital system on the Wabash and Pacific 
railways. Mr. Ohas. A. Graft, ot Clifton 
Forge, who* will leave on his micsion to- 
day, will represent the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and will be joined 
at Huntington and Cincinnati by a 
representative from each of the other 
branches of the train service named. Dr. 
Brock, of Richmond, one of the com- 
pany's surgeons, will also accompany the 
committee. 

The Keview understands, that besides 
a minute inquiry into the matter by the 
conimittee, to ascertain thr benetits to be 
derived from an institution of this char- 
acter, tbe Chesapeake and Ohio railway 
company proposes to erect and own the 
liospital buildings, and not to tax their 
employees for their erection, as is done 
by some railways. The C. and 0. com- 
pany further, we learn, proposes to make 
up any deficiency which may occur in 
maintaining their hospitals after collect- 
ing from 15 to 5U cents per month from 
all employees who have worked a half a 
month or more. 

The Review believes that the report of 
this committee will be favorable to the 
adoption of the hospital system on the 
C. and O. railway lines; and it further 
believes that a large percentaire of the 
employees of the road will acquiesce in 
tbe opinion 'that tbe movement is a wise 
and beneficent one, and will heartily ap- 
prove the wholesome innovation.. 

Gladys Inn, admirably located and ^ 
CODStmcted, need not remain idle long 
after its abandonment a few months ; 
hence as a hotel. It is j ust such a build- 
ing as is needed for a first-cluss railway 
hospital, fmd the Review is informed it . 
will be used for that purpose in the event 
it shall be decided to adopt the hospital ' 
system. , | 

of course there will be other hosiiital ^ 
buildings erected; one possibly at Hunt- 
ington, and another at some suitable 
point east of Clifton Forge.

LizitroTOV, Ky., July 15.— The farmers 
are encouraged over the outlook for bet- 
ter prices for wheat. The price here yes- 
terday was 62 cents and to-day it has ad- 
vanced half a cent. A prominent whole- 
sale merchant said : 

"I look for wheat to go to at least 75 
cents here, as tbe dealers want tbe new 
wheat to mix with the old crop, which 
makes a better Hour. The English millers 
'do this, I am told. You see a big portion 
of tbe wheat crop of central Kentucky 
goes to England. It is shipped via the 
C. and O. road to Newport News, where 
it is loaded on board ships. This road 
has been a boon to Kentucky farmers, as 
it opens up a market which always pays 
the best price for our wheat. 

•«I believe that it is worth $25,000 a 
year to our Fayette farmers, over and 
above what they would get for their 
wheat U we did not have the road. 1 es- 
timate that the wheat crop of Fayette 
will this year bring us ?2o0,000 in money, 
and that will be a great help. The crop 
is turning out finely. For instance I have 
a farm rented, and on seventy acres of 
crop just threshed, my tenant got a yield 
of twenty-nine bushels to the acre, and 
tbe grain is plump and fine. Tbe outlook 
seems good for tbe farmer and we are all 
glad to see him get better prieesi" '

Washixotos, July 15.— The monthly 
statement of the exports and imports of 
the United States, issued to-day by the 
Bureau of Statistics, makes the remark- 
able showing that never before in the his- 
tory of the country have the exports of 
merchamlise, which include practically 
all the exports except gold and silver, 
reached so high a figure as during the 
lix al year ended June 30, 1S()7, nor has 
the e.xcess of exports over imports ever 
been so large. 

The only time these figures were ap- 
proached was in 1892, when the United 
States was making heavy shipments of 
grain to feed Europe, suffering from a 
series of deficient harvests. 

The statement for 1807, with compari- 
son, is as follows: 

E.x ports of domestic merchandise, $1,- 
032,!>()S,880 ; incMas* ovei* 1886, aboot 
$170,000,000. 

Total exports ot domeetio and foreign 
merchandise, $i,Ooi ,os:,0!n, as compared 

with $882,006,938 for ISlKi. 

The total imports of merchandise dur- 
ing tbe fiscal year just dosed amounted 
tot764,373,t>05, of which $381,932,<K)5 was 
free of duty. The total imports were 
about $15,350,000 less tha.i last year, and 
the excess of exports over imports for 
the year was $287,613, ISii. This is an ex- 
cess of about $185,000,000 over last year, 
and an excess of about $23,000,000 over 
any previous year. 

Tbe figures for June also show an im- 
portant gain. Tbe domestic exports 
of merchandise during that month 
amounted to $72,860,880, a gain over 
June, 1806, of 18,000,000. Tbe imports 
for June amount to S84,S2ft,110, ns com- 
pared with ?.")!), Iti:], 740 for June, 1896.
